the  opplicrtion  and  the  Issuance  of  summonses  thereunder  and 
pursuant  thereto  ore  upon  the  express  terms  and  conditions  that 
the  evidence  of  each  of  the  witnesses  named  and  set  forth  in 
said  application,  shall  bo  taken  and  reduced  to  writing  in  the 
form  of  an  affidavit,  and  that  copies  of  each  of  sold  affidavits, 
in  the  English  language  only,  be  served  on  the  individual 
Judges  of  the  Tribunal,  at  least  three  days  before  said  evidence 
is  given  in  Court,  and  sold  affidavits  shall  be  tendered  in 
evidence  as  the  testimony  in  chief  of  the  v/itness  so  giving  it 
and  in  lieu  of  direct  examination;  and  it  is  further 

ORDERED:  That  the  terms  and  conditions  above  set 
forth  shall  not  apoly  to  the  proposed  witness  ONAI,  Shojl,  and 
summons  shall  be  issued  as  to  him  without  restriction.
